2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art taken singly or in combination does not teach or suggest, an apparatus, among other 
things, comprising: 

a plurality of signal paths, including at least a first set of signal paths adapted for 
interfacing the field-changeable graphics card to a plurality of output display panels and a second 
set of signal paths for interfacing the integrated graphics processor to the plurality of output 
display panels; and 

a. a plurality of stuffing resistors to select between closing the first set of signal 
paths while leaving the second set of signal paths open or closing the second set of signal paths 
while leaving the first set of signal paths open (claim 16). 

b. a plurality of muxes to close the first set of signal paths while leaving the second 
set of signal paths open when a presence of the field-changeable graphics card is detected (claim 
28). 
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3. The closest prior art, Wilen et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,724,389) teach all the limitations of 
the claims, except for the above features.
